Havana, May 11.— The courtmartial 
trial of tho men captured on board the 
schooner Competitor haa ended in tho 
approral of the death sentence in tli 
oaie of Alfredo Leborde of New Or- 
leans, who is classed as the leader of a 
fllibustoriiip pxiuditioii; Dr. Elias Bwlia, 
Also clainiiiiK AmcriraTi citizeiishii); 
Owen Milton of Kansas, William Gil- 
der, said to be a British subject, and 
Theodon Wm, a Onbon. 

Captain Lulz acted as president of the 
court, which consisted of nine other 
military and naval ollicers. All the ac- 
cused pleadfd not guilty. Sevtral wit- 
Besses admitted that when the men 
were captured they were not armed and 
offered no reiiitaiMM. Daqtite this fact, 
bowemr, the proeeoctor, Lieutenant 
8iMrei, asked the court martial to con- 
Tict the prisoners of filibustering and to 
Impose the death sentence upon all of 
them. 

Counsel for the defense made a long 
reriewof the evidence and demanded 
the aoqnittal of Maza. He argued 
eloquently against the others beiiiK sen- 
tenced to death, uud duclared that the 
( Tideuce showed that mercy should be 
extended to them. 

The schooner Conijictitor was on a 
filibustering' e.xpedition when overliauleil 
and captured by a Spanish cruiser. An 
American now.spajyer man, who was 
also captured, wa.s ri?lea.'<ed. The Kan- 
pas boy, Ow(ui Milton, is but 20 years of 
ap'. Hejwas t-'raduiMd trau a normal 

tichool in that state. 

The Spanish government at Madrid 
has been a«ked to apjirove of tho deatli 
Bentences rendeie 1 by thr i .nii l martial. 
This places till ' late of tlie men in thu 
liands of the authorities at Madrid, and 
insures that they will not be executed 
without un order from the Spanish gov- 
ernment. 

The question of the execution of the 
captives of the Competitor is recogui/.ed 
to DC one of the most important M'hich 
has occurred since the iusnrrection 
broke our. N(jw that the question has 
been referred to the government at 
Madrid, the situation here has quieted 
down, though there is no cessation of 
interest and discussion of the question. 
The attitude of the public is one of 
xatber waiting on tlie Madrid govern- 
numt. The waiting is attended by 
muoh impatienanca and no little 

It BH become known also that the 
Britiidi consul has also intervened in 
the name of his government on behalf 
of the competitor captives sentenced to 
death. He invokes clemency for the 
pgrisoners. This action of the British 
government in the case has caused a 
sensation here, and it has been the topic 
of comment by all social classes in the 
community. 

It will be diflicnlt to say from any 
admissions nnide in any quarters what 
titYect this new development will have 
on the case. Ther(( is a marked absence 
of irritability manifested in the com- 
ments on the siibjirt and the action of 
the British utlk ial scms to have been 
taken in very g(jod iiart. It is jKiinted 
out that the intervention of the British 
consul is ct)uched in very different form 
from tliat of the United States consul 
general, and is in fact, e.vpressed in very 
friendly terms, invoking the ciemuucy 
of the Cuban authorities. 



Wg MAY INTERFERE. 

Am Attempt to Miteoastroe AoMrican 
Treaty Illglitu Itlay Be nebaked. 

Washinuton, May 11. — Tho impres- 
sion prevails that the proceedings of the 
Spanish courtmartial must be submit- 
ted to the council of ministers at Mad- 
rid. United States Consul General 
Williams, at Havana, will aid the pris- 
oners in all proper ways. Our depart- 
ment is not disposed to accept as final 
by any means the construction given by 
the courtmartial to the Cushing pro- 
tocol, upon which depends the safety of 
so many Amerloan cftiaens in Cuba. 

The Spanish authorities, in answer to 
Mr. Williams' demand tliat the Ameri- 
cans under arrest be granted the privil- 

Ses assured bv (he protocol, held that 
e protocol did not include persons cap- 
tured under such oouditious as were 
these, but applies only to American cit- 
izens resident in Cuba. This is the lit- 
eral wording of the protocol, bat it is 
held hero that this construction is ex- 
tremely teclmicul and narrow, and it 
will not Ik! accepted without remon- 
Struuco by our government. 

SPAIN COMES DOWN. 

Tke PrisMMn WUl Wot Be Bxeeated Vatil 
the Valted States Is Sa t lsSed. 

London, May 11.— The Mardidoorre- 
siKJiulent of The Standard .says: "Senor 
Cauovas del Castillo has jmblicly stated 
that America has not protested aKainst 
Spain's right to punish filibusters, bat 
only against the summary trial. Ameri- 
can citizens are entitled to be tried iu 
tho civil courts under the treaties of 1795 
and 1877. Tho Spanish govornmi nt is 
willing to consider thedonumd, and ha.s 
cabled to Captain General Weyler to de- 
lay the executions pending the result of 
negotiations which are actively proceod- 
iB8 boUcfon. WMhinston and to 



define the interpretation of the afore 
said treaties. 

"Senor Oanovas made a long speech 
at a meeting of Conservative senators 
and deputies on Saturday evening, in 
wiiich he declared that this was a na- 
tional quesdon which must be settled 
with the assistance of all the parties. 
He declared that it was imixissible to 
introduce reforms into Cuba before the 
situation there should rt>suni(^ its nor- 
mal condition. He confessei his belief 
that war alone would fail to terminate 
the insurrection, l)ut he be'ieved that 
the insurgents would become discour- 
aged and that racial hatred would con- 
tribute largely to cause a cessation of 
hostilities. If, however, tho premier 
went on. i)nblic opinion in .Spain should 
pri iiiDUMcr fur a nil II e aidical and nicker 
intn ilu<"tii)n of (dldiiuil hnme rnb', the 
coiisirvaf ive goveriiiuiiit and party 
wmilil willingly resinu the direction of 
BtTairs to the hands of those consenting 
to assiiiin> sueli responsibility. 

"Tli(^ ICpoca (the government organ), 
in truarded laiif:uaKe, recommends pru- 
dence and deprecates demonstrations. 
It clearly intimates that the K"vi rnment 
will make another efl'ort 1. 1 (driciliato 
Presi<leiit Cleveland by ordering Gen- 
eral Weyler to send all the pajjcrs bear- 
ing on the caso here for the supremo 
court to pass upon. The execution of 
the seiiteuces would thus be virtually 
shelved, 

"The rest of the Madrid jjress are 
nnanimous m the opinion that America 
lias taken an ungenerous and unjustifi- 
able advantage of Spain's difficulties." 

A dispatch from Havana confirms the 
report that Captain General Weyler has 
threatened to resign his post unless tho 
sentences are executed, 

Senor Canovas del Castillo, the pre- 
mier, being asked for an expression of 
his opinion regarding the matter, said: 

"Tne affair must be settled in accord- 
ance with the law and existing treat- 
ies."

The police 
say Mrs. McKenzie was released ftom 
the penitentiary only three weeks ago 
after serving a sentence for bigamy, of 
which she was convicted in Ashland 
county, this state.

Ci.EVEi.AND, May 11. — Saturday's 
proceedings of the Methodist Kiiis( ((iial 
general conference developed no seusa 
tions. Thore was a brief reference to 
the pro posed federation of the churches 
north and south, and a resolution was 
introduced asking for Oqual r o pWiS B ta- 
tiuii for the laymen. 

At tlio meeting of the committee on 
education, following the adjournment 
of the ooBference, consternation was 
caused by the reading of a report to the 
eileot that funds to the amount of more 
than 1600,000 had been loaned to stu 
dents during the past 'i'i years, and that 
only about |i50,000 of that sum had been 
repaid. The report precipitated a live- 
ly discussion, and a subcommittee of 
live was appointed to investigated tho 
matter fully. 

A resolution was introduced by Mcr- 
ritt Hnrlbuft of the Wilmington con- 
ference, recommending the senate and 
tho house of representatives to so amend 
the constitution that it might recognize 
the deity, and in the preamble insert 
the words "trusting in God." It was 
placed upon its passage, but finally re- 
ferred to tho commitluo on statu of the 
church. 

P|Secretary Monroe read a communica- 
tion from the secretary of the M. E, 
conference, Soutli, whu h met in May, 
l:s!t4, reKardiiiLr tho matter of federation 
of the two lioiiios. It was decided tliat 
nonctiiiM sliould be taken by the con- 
ference until otlicial notification was 
Kcrved. The movement may result in 
tlie I'onsolidatiou of two of the great 
Meathodi.st bodies of tlio country. 

Dr. Broadbeck read a report on tho 
reception of pastors from otuer denomi- 
nations into the Metliodist church. Tho 
roMlutloii referred to a si)ecial c.ise in 
(ierniaiiy, where a union witli the tier- 
man Weslcyans desire to iiicori)oi ato 
with the M. E. church. Tliu resolution 
was unanimously adojited. 

Dr. Stevenson of Kentucky intro- 
duced a resolution of sympathy for Cu- 
ba, which was adopted. 

The conference passed a resolution 
condemning a recent enactment of the 
Florida legislature whereby it was made 
illegal iu that state for colored children 
and white children to reoeivo instruc- 
tion in the same school. 

Th > convention than adjourned for 
the week. 

The ruligioTis services at the armory 
yesterday consisted of a sermon by Uev. 
Crawford Johnson, fraternal delegate 
from the church in Ireland. The visit- 
ing ministers supplied pulpits in nearly 
all the Protestant churches of CleveUuid 
and many of the surrounding towns.

READY FO R THE A RGUMENT. 

Vba leott ^aeksaa Mar4«v Trial Mearlag

Cincinnati, Way 11.— The third week 
of the trial of the of Scott .lackson for 
tho alleged murder of Pearl Hryan end- 
ed Saturday niKht. with the close of tho 
17th day of the hearing. The jury is 
still uninstructed, and tho arguments 
of the attorneys, which were to have 
begun Saturday morning, have not yet 
been reached. 

Judge Helm submitted tho cnjiies of 
the iiiHtrnetions h'< had prej)ared for tiie 
jury to Colonel Crawford, and said he 
was prepared to hear any aruuineiits 
which either side carecl to make. (J"l- 
onel Crawford responded. His prinri|i;il 
fii,'ht was to have inserted an instruction 
fill- a verdict of manslau;,'liter, if tlio 
jury found the evidence showed ci'i tain 
conditions, and in tins he as sue m --;- 
ful. The great portidii of Ins ar^'unicnt 
was based on the tlu'iiry that the dc- 
felideiit might have driven the victim a 
dni^; ill Ohio to produce abortion which 
put her in such a condition that ho con- 
tideiitly believed death had ensued, and 
believing her in such a condition, car- 
riud her body to Kentucky and for the 
I)urpose of concealing her identity, do- 
canitHted her Iwdy. 

It was after 4 o'clock when Colonel 
Crawford concluded his argument of 
his motion to instruct, and tho court 
announced he would hear the prosecu- 
tion. Cfdonel Nelson rose and drannt- 
ically announced that he desired to 
ofler a few suggestions, after which his 
connection with the case would prob- 
ably cease. He argued that the evi- 
dence introduced warranted but three 
instructions — that if tho evidence war- 
ranted tho belief that the defendant 
wilfully, feloniouslj-, and with malice 
aforethought, caused tho death of Pearl 
Bryan by cutting off her head in Ken- 
tucky, he should oe found guilty; if it 
warranted the belief that he had aided 
and abetted, being th«i and there pres- 
ent, he should likewise be found guilty 
as charged; and third, if the evmmice 
did not so warrant, and there appeared 
a remarkable doubt of the prisoner's 
guilt, he should be acquitted. 

The court then surprised everybody 
by announcing that the instructions 
would be withheld from the jury until 
Monday. He requested the instructions 
which had been fn the hands of the at- 
torneys returned to the court, and said 
he did not desire them given oit for 
publication until they had been read to 
the jury. Court adjourned for tho day 
at 4:40.

\V.4SHiN(iTi.N, .M;iy U. — The proba- 
bilities are that the consider. itioii (if the 
river and harbor appropriation bill will 
be concluded in the senate today. Ac- 
cording to agreement this bill will be 
followed by the resolution to seat Mr. 
Dupont as a senator from Delaware. 
With the L)ui)oiit lesnhitinn disposed of, 
thi> bill in.ikin^,' aiiiini]iriations for tho 
District of Columbia will bo considered, 
and it probably will constmie the ra* 
uiainder of the week. 

Only tho provision in the river and 
harbor bill for the construction of a 
breakwater at Santa Monica, Cal.. re- 
main to be acited upon. Thero will be 
several speeches on this question. Aft- 
er this it is expected that the vote on 
the amendment will be taken and that 
whatever the fate of this amendment, 
tho bill will be promptly passed. It is not 
expected to remain long in conference, 
as there is a disposition manifest in 
both houses to get the bill to the presi- 
dent at as early a date as practicable. 
This is due to the fear of a veto and to 
the determination to remain in session 
long enough to give congress time to 
act In case of such adverse endorsement 
by the president. 

The agreement in regard to the Du* 
pont case is that it shall be taken up for 
debate immediately after the dispotud of 
the river and harbor bill and that a vote 
shall be taken not later than 6 o'clock of 
the second day after the debate begins. 
It is doubtful whether tho entire time 
allowed for debate will be required. 
The result of the vote is still in doubt. 
It depends upon one or two Populist 
senators who have not made their poai- 
tion known so far as can be as( i rtained. 

There are several fiatun s in the dis- 
trict bill which are expected to anmse 
debate, but if it should be passed before 
the close of the week, tho eonimittee ou 
ainiropriations will have the furtifica- 
ti'in approjiriati(.in bill ready t" take up 
anil jiress its consideratmn. There will, 
however, lie strung; pressure in (hat 
evi'iit to work on the calendar.

Has Aberdeen a legal School Board ? 

Since the recent emphasis of Section 
1717 of the laws of Ohio by the Attorney 
Oeneral many of the TiUagoa and towns 
of the State have been compelled to 
answer the above question concernini; 
themselves in the negative. Together 
with West Union and Georgetown, our 
citizens are anxious that its corporate 
affairs shall have full legal sanction be- 
cause transacted by a body having legal 
recognition. 

The section referreil to ''declares that 
no member of Council shall be eliKble to 
any other offlce, or to a position on any 
board, provided for in this title, or 
created by law, or ordinance of Council." 

By iomo orenight or otherwise there 
happona to bo a member of our Council 
who Is likewise a member of the School 
Board. The law here is plain. 

A person who is ineligible, that is 
without any legal personalitv, cannot be 
elected. If even he received a majority 
of votes, the person having no legal claim 
to them cannot poeaess them. Hence he 
remains without office. 

Having no ollice to resign, resignation 
is unnecenary. Having by mistake en- 
tered the wrong man's house, a polite 
exit settles matters most easily. Mis- 
takes even in law will occur. Let speed 
be used to rectify them. The law is 
plain. The interpretation is easy. " No 
member of Councril shall bo oligiblo to 
any other office, <&c. 

What shall be done to make the Board 
a legal body ? Order a new election ? 
By no means. Section 3003 of school laws 
explains the way out. "The Board of 
I'ducatioii except in cities of the first 
class, second grade, may till all vacancies 
that occur on the board nntil the next 
annual election." May we not appeal to 
one and all that justice, indicate^ by a 
simple itatate, shall dominate ?
